ments will be and if the family 
income will cover them. 


For 
example, 
the 
average 


monthly payment on new; cars has 
stayed around $80 in recent years. 
The rise in total 
aiuto fiancing 


has come, in addition to the num- 
ber sold, in the lengthening of the 
period of payment. This has let 
installment buyers take on higher 
priced models. 


The Federal Reserve group fig- 


ures that monthly payment terms 
on autos and appliances have been 
lowered just about as far as they 
can be, so it thinks most of the 
future rise in the total of install- 
ment debet will come from the new 
and growing invasion of the con- 
sumer credit field by the financers 
of travel, vacations and services, 
and by the increased emphasis on 
it by department and other retail 
stores.
